It is convenient to have a 
.small bed of herbs growing in 
your yard that you can go to 
when you are in need of season¬ 
ings for soups, dressings and 
salads. Thyme, sage, par.^ley, 
catnip, mint, chives and sweet 
marjoram are .among those'you 
will want to grow. These plants 
lend themselves well to rockery 
planting as most of them have 
a low sprawlcy habit of growing. 

For narrow' places, the Flu- 
genia shrub is very suitable and 
useful. U grows tall and very 
compact if a little pruning is 
done from time to time on its 
sides. It makes a change from 
the Italian Cypress which is used 
so much for tall planting in small 
places. • 

There are “ome fiiK- I'apaya 
plants growing in Sierra Madre 
this year, some of which have 
young fruit on them now. The 
plant or small tree is very trop¬ 
ical looking. It has large cut 
leaves on a heavy main trunk. 
The fruit is said to be especially 
vulu.ahle as it contains a pepsin¬ 
like substance that is an aid to 
digestion The plant grow's rapid¬ 
ly and beans the second year. 
The fruit is produced on the 
thick main trunk There are 
some large plantings of this fruit 
ill .Southern California. It is 
being trieii out in a commercial 
way^ At the present time the 
f;-u!t sells for about .$1.00 per 
pound. The fruit when ripe 
looks like a melon and is yellow 
' in color. 

Sterpto.solen is a .shrub that 
■should be grow’n more. It thrives 
in our warm frostless location 
.ind blooms much of the year. 
It Is like a mound of gold when 

in bloom. * 

A liomc-rnade snail and .slug 

control that really gives results 
la one part Calcium .\rsenate to 
three parts Corn Starch. The.se 
materials are thoroughly mixed 
together and enough fre h carrots 
! are sliced up to take up the 
whole quantity of the poison 
I mixture. If the poison and car¬ 
rots are placed in a receptacle 

I and the lid fitted tightly over the 


top so that the material may be 
siiaken up completely it would 
be possible to have ttie curroUs 
thoroughly dusted. If any poi.son 
.;lock remains in the container, 
then more c irrots could be sliced 
and treated with the remaining 
poison. Tliese alice.s ol carrots 
;should be thrown out in places 
among the plants where the 
snails are most apt to be hid¬ 
ing out.

21 Hours of Artifical 
Breathing . 


After having apparently been 
brought back from the great be¬ 
yond and her life prolonged for 
21 hours by use of the resuscita- 
tor of the volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment, Mrs. Nellie R. Parlin of 
372 Sycamore Place, passed on 
at the Sierra Madre hospital at 
9 o’clock on Friday morning. 

Mrs. Parlin was stricken with 
a cerebral hemorrhage about 
noon last Thursday. Her res¬ 
piratory org.ans were paralyzed 
and her heart action was scarce¬ 
ly noticeable when Dr. George 
W. Groth was summoned. Dr. 
Groth hastily asked that the re- 
.suscitator with the firemen’s 
first aid crew be rushed to the 
hospital, whither he started with 
the patient. 

Mrs. Parlin gave no sign 
of life when the reauscitator was 
started to work. As her lungs 
were inflated and she breatheii 
mechanically the heart began to 
function and for a time there 
was a hope that it would be pos¬ 
sible to save her 7lfe.

from the Sierra Madra city line 
into P.asadena having passed to 
Los Angeles county with grant¬ 
ing of a right of way by Mr. 
Hastings, the Council rescinded
